The work consists of making 
scale drawings of the models and 
then turning over the plans to Boy 
Scout and other youth organiza- 
tions for the construction of the 
models.

Principal F. Cyril James, who 
is also Chairman of the Domin 
ion Government Committee on 
Reconstruction, yesterday 
praised the new provisions for 
education, after the war, of 
those men of the. forces whose 
university training had been in- 
terrupted. This action, which 
was made through Ordcr>in- 
Councii, also included those men 
wIjo had qiialificd for entrance 
but had' cnlistcti before' proceed- 
ing to tiie university. 

In a statement. on the Order-in- 
Council, Dr. James declared that 
"owing to the great demond of the 
armed services for men" with high 
scholastic qualifications and special- 
Izcd skill, many young men hr.ve 
gone into the forces while they 
were In the middle of a university 
course. It augurs will for the future 
of Canada that the Government 
has recognized this valiant effort 
on the part of the young men en- 
listing." 

The Principal went on to point 
out that an interesting feature of 
this action was the government's 
clear recognition of the fact that 
the welfare of Canada will require 
men of high training after the 
successful conclusion of the war. 
' Fees (o Be Supplied 
AH members of the Active Forces 
are guaranteed that they will re- 
sume their interrupted studies after 
demobilization. The government 
will assume all financial responsi- 
bility. Not only are fees to be.supr 
plied btit an adequate allowance for 
living expenses is assured. This as- 
sistance win be continued until 
graduation in the case of the more 
able students. 

Principal James saw in this post- 
war student plan a splendid govern- 
ment effort and. expressed the opin- 
ion V^that jtl'^Canadian unlver.sities 
must therefore prepare themselves 
to receive these mature students 
f Continued on Page Four)

' The clash of two ideals, the gen- 
tleman and the superman, was the 
subject of a talk given by Prof, A. 
S, Noad last night at a meeting of 
the St. James Literary Society. 

Prof. Noad began by giving 
brief account of the nature of the 
subject -under, discussion. He ex 
plained that many changes have 
taken place in our concept of what 
we term "a gentleman" and simi- 
larly many changes In our Ideas of 
what some people worship as 
"superman." The speaker then pro- 
ceeded to give a detailed account 
of the history of ' the dianges of 
man's conception of these Ideals. 
Starting with' the latter part of the 
Middle Ages Prof, Noad traced the 
various notions which people had 
regarding gentlemen trough the 
Rennalssance, the Elizabethan Age, 
and the Napoleonic Era right up to 
the present day. Paralleling this he 
outlined, in a similar manner the 
various ideas which another class of 
people had In their support of "a 
man who was superior to the typi 
cal man of that day" known as the 
superman. 

To illustrate his development of 
the change of cbncepta, Prof. iNoad 
quoted, from the works of many 
well known authors such as 
Ascham, NIetasche. and Grapheon, 
He also made mention of many 
other writers and philosophers of 
all nationalities and classes. 

"Tlie gentleman." said the speak- 
er "was regarded as ai» individual 
who was supposed to exercise mod- 
eration in all things, and whose ob- 
ject was to serve humanity in every, 
manner." At first, Prof, Noad 'ex- 
plained, the term was applied only 
to the men of the state and the 
higher classes. Later; however,' as 
the concept broadened an ordinary

The 
Santa Claus Parade held a 
prominent position in* the news;

exams were rife. 

Lost in the dim mists of what 
is now antiquity are such 
matters as why it became neces- 
sary to post a policeman at the 
Roddick Gates, who removed 
the clock from the Library 
Reading Room, why the Arts 
'30 Banquet Committee ejected 
a reporter just because she was 
female, and what sort of device 
Dr. Barnes developed, to re-, 
move show. These are mys- 
teries. 

And, as if to Justify this delv- 
ing into the storied past, it is 
on record that our predecessors 
several times conned over the 
McGill Gazette of 1874.

Call for Charity 

It is significant that in these days of 
apparent economic prosperity there is still 
a need for the raaintainanco of charitable 
institutions, still a need for your help; for 
it is principally those incapable of working 
who derive tho greatest benefit from your 
contributions. 

It is true that this year it will be more 
difficult to reach the objective in view of 
the higher cost of living, the fact that tho 
country at large is occuppicd with the tre- 
mendous task of fighting a war and that 
fi^^i^Vvthere are so many other demands upon the 
' individual. As the difficulties in collecting 
are increasing however, so too is tho need 
^|j^,becoming daily, greater. It should be un- 
' Vderstood moreover that the McGill Cam- 
^paign is a student effort and that students 
Ij;' ''should contribute from their own earning? 
' or allowance, parents contributions being 
considered as family donations. 

As in past years the objective will be 
1 one dollar per student or approximately 
§2,500 from tHc University, and similarly 
as in the past years the campaign is amal- 
gamated to eliminate tho trouble of having 
three separate drives for Protestants, 
Roman Catholics and Jews; and the prO' 
ceeds will bo divided among the three de 
nominations in proportion to the numerical 
strength of each at college. 

Consequently as the Amalgamated 
Charities drive gets under way on ^londfly 
consider the matter seriously ; think of how 
very little sacrifice on your part can mean 
BO much to those in want, to thosa^who are 
willing to work but can't. Remember;

Before discussing further the distinguishing 
characteristics of the various individual mod- 
cm writers, It might bo In place to consider 
the standards by which their works are to be 
udged. 

Such standards, or norms of criticism, must 
necessarily be arbitrary; thoy ara dependent 
almost entirely on personal prejudice and pref- 
erence. But at the same time they are funda- 
mental to an ordered evaluation. There is a 
maxim of law to the effect that Justice need 
not ba universal, but It must be conBlstent, and 
so in criticism. It docs not matter if the basis 
on which Judgment is to be made Is not ac> 
ccpted by everyone; what does matter is that 
all judgments arc made from one point of 
view, logically arrived at, and capable of a 
categorical scaling of preference.' Thus, rather 
than producing a bodgpodge of pointless cri- 
ticism, we will present an, organized appraisal 
or art viewed from at least one conception of 
Ita function. 

The first major point of crltlciJm is that 
suggested by last week's remarks on Gertrude 
Stein and the surrealist movement, and can be 
expressed by the question: "Must art be under 
standable?" Must it communicate; must It 
carry meaning? ; Must it, in other words; be a 
mechanism ' for the transmission among people 
of Ideas and Impressions and feelings? ' ' 

To most people there seems Ilttio doubt 
about the answer. But still a not inconsider- 
able group of artists in almost all generations 
have cursed this necessity to communicate and 
havo sought to establish in its place an art for 
tho artist's sake, where they speak their secret 
thoughts only to themselves or to the exclusive 
coterie 6t the Initiated, Otherwise their pro- 
fession becomes a kind of prostitution, and the 
worst kind; a prostitution of the mind and soul. 

But generally speaking, this Is an overly 
self-conscious notion. These artists looked 
upon themselves as above the masses, as the 
oracles of the greater awareness. They felt 
that their thoughts and their impressions were 
superior to those of the average run of human 
beings, whereas in most cases they were merely 
more neurotic, Furthermore, it can be noticed 
that in most cases of this extreme subjective, 
ness, the artist died in abject poverty, and tho 
conclusion to be drawn from this correlation 
of facts Is that the reading public Is not inter- 
ested In tho visions of erotic youths. The read- 
ing public wants entertainment and enlighten- 
ment 

It seems but right that the readers should 
have some influence. Artistic expression can 
be achieved as completely in an intelligible 
manner as it can otherwise. This docs not 
mean that necessarily only the conventional 
techniques are permissible, for in many cases, 
speaking from the point of view of expressing 
awareness, conventionality would verge on the 
obscure, while unconvcntlonallt]^, besides ofXer- 
ing more complete expression, might well seem 
clearer and more natural., 

Thus we may conclude that the prime 
motive in writing should be the transmission of 
Ideas and so forth. lotclllsiblllty should be 
the key-note. One difficulty, however. Is 
brought in here' Exactly where can the line 
be drawn between what is understandable and 
what,.is not7~^JWhere can we say writing for 
commuhication 'stops and writing for the self 
begins? Arc we to take into consideration the 
"least common denominator" of any given 
population or reading public? Obviously not 
Yet again, the "highest common factor" of the 
same or a similar group is too restricted a claS' 
slflcation. In the first case we would have 
Thome Smith Istorics more highly prized than 
the work of, say, Aldous Huxley, and In tho 
second case there would be no accredited litera- 
ture for those people to whom the opportunity 
had not been given to acquire the experience 
and knowledge necessary to the understanding 
of anything deeper. 

We come to the point then where we admit 
that the only basis for Judging the intelligl 
bility of a book is the individual reader. This, 
however, reduces criticism from this point of 
view, to nothing more than a series of Infinite 
variables, and makes alt objective evaluation 
Impossible. Furthermore, It places the stand- 
ard of criticism perilously near pleasure, for 
most certainly pleasure and the ease of com- 
prehension arc linked. So, for purposes of dis- 
covering what is good in literature, as opposed 
to what is merely pleasurable, it can be . seen 
that the Judgment of intelllglbUlty is entirely 
invalid, although it Is to be assumed that in- 
telligibility is desirable.

REPETITION IN NEWSCASTS. 

Listeners are sometimes irritated by what 
they feel la unnecessary repetition in news 

bulletins. 

It should bo kept In mind that most news 
comes in the form of "continuing atorles" to 
use a; aewiman's expression. News of some 
Important happening, a decisive naval engage- 
ment, for example, might come first of all as a 
brief special bulletin, which would bo put on 
the air as soon as It was received In the news- 
room. The story would then continue to come 
In, bit by bit, as details became available from 
official and other sources; ending, perhaps sev- 
eral days later, with eyewitness accounts from 
men who had taken part in the engagement 
Once the first news of the battle had been made 
public, listeners would naturally wish to be 
more fully Informed; news of this particular 
event might no longer be carried in special 
"flash bulletins," but, it would lie covered in 
the regular news bulletins a^ long as there 
were fresh aspects of the story to present 

It the listener checks carefully, it will be 
found that there Is almost always some f^esh 
development In news that he may consider 
repetitious. Such reviews as are carried on the 
11.00 pjn. National Bulletin and the early 
morning bulletins are usually introduced by a 
phrase,- "and here is a brief review of recent 
developmeatSr'.M. that listeners will not ieel

BE SOBER AND KUSTRUSTFUL. 

A certain laboratory at McGill 
preaches a sermon in eleven words 
whomsoever enters its doors. For 
there, painted in unassuming black 
letters on the wall above one of 
the tables, are the words: "Be sober 
and mistrustful; these are the 
sinews of the understanding." 

It seenis almost unnecessary to 
comment on a sentence like that. 
Breathtaking in their significance, 
lie ^words' came out of the past like 
dash of cold water In the place 
complacent credulity. 
How often have we seen students 
thrown Into an intellectual panic on 
hearing two professors teaching 
completely divergent views upon 
the same subject. "Which are we 
to believe?" they ask In an aggrlev 
cd tone of voice. It probably never 
enters their minds that It might be 
possible to disbelieve both, soberly 
to weigh the evidence themselves, 
and then to form an opinion of 
their own unlike either of those 
proposed. Students are not required 
to agree with all they are told. The 
professor who has stimulated his 
class to think for themselves has 
done' a mightier deed than one 7.'ho 
has merely poured into their all- 
bellevlng ears a mass of informa- 
tion colored by his own personal 
opinion. Just because a professor 
swears by a certain poet Is no rea- 
son why the student should not 
think the same poet uninspired. Nor 
do the professors expect otherwise. 
They want their students to think- 
not to hold their mouths open like 
a nestful of birds, waiting for pro 
vldence, or son^e other interested 
person, to send a worm. 

But the ancient physician who be 
queathed such sound advice did not 
advocate the opposite extreme, the 
"doubting Thomas" attitude. Every 
one is familiar with the man who 
cannot be told anything. He con 
siders an opinion unlike his own 
worthless, and refuses to believe 
that there may be something after 
all in what the other fellow says, 
He Is mistrustful of other opinions, 
but his mistrust does not include 
the validity of his own conclusions 
We must, then, be soberly mis 
trustful even of our own opinions 
and prejudices. "For these are the 
sinews of the understanding."

Boxers Have Large Turnout 
At First Meeting Yesterday 



Yesterday saw a large and en 
thuslastic, turn-out at the official 
opening of the boxing season at the 
Sir Arthur Currle Memorial Gym 
nssium. The freshmen In particular 
have appeared In force, and no 
doubt a large part of the attendance 
is due to the appointment of Tom- 
my Parr to succeed Bert Light as 
coach. 

No better man could have been 
chosen for this kind of work. Ho is 
born coach who has brought with 
him a wide range of experience and 
reputation as a fighter. Since he 
prefers the scientific type of boxing 
to the pugilistic one, the first les- 
son dealt mainly with being physic- 
ally fit. The stress put on physical 
fitness Is due to the fact that box- 
ing is a sport in which this is the 
predominant factor. 
TRAINING TOUGH. 

Exercise, therefore, was the battle 
cry of Mr. Parr. Soon the sweat 
began to pour off the poor bodies 
of those lucky freshmen. But they 
never flinched.- Like true McGill 
men they dug in and went to work 
Ith a smile. Most of them how- 
ever were a little perplexed by this 
trange procedure. They had ex- 
pected boxing and here they were 
getting physical training. But ori 
finding out that 75% of (he art of 
fisticuffs was the condition of the 
fighter they willingly returned to 
their task. 

The fundamentals of boxing were 
also dealt with by Mr. Parr. The 
footwork and punching power of 
the fighter were discussed and here 
the boys really showed what they 



were worlh. They followed the di 
rcetions of their coach to the letter 
and a few showed very good prom 
ise. Afterwards some put on the 
gloves and began pounding each 
other, This was soon stopped, how 
ever, since the emphuis is on the 
scientific rather than the slugging 
type of boxhig. He mentioned that 
anyone could acquire a broken nose 
and cauliflower ears but that few 
could come out of a fight without 
their features marred. 
SLUGGING OUT 

As an example of what he meant 
he recalled the story of a very fast 
fighter who tackled with a notori 
ously slow Irishman. The former 
had a beautiful left but instead of 
using it and his brains, he went 
and slugged it out with the Irish- 
man. He was soon in hot water and 
two rounds later was flat on his 
back. This he pointed out was what 
"not to do." 

After the class was dismissed a 
few stayed behind and asked him 
the best way of punching a bag. 
He dismissed the small ones as use 
less because they tend to render a 
fighter mechanical. The large ones, 
he pointed out, strengthen the 
arms and wrist because of their 
weight and give the same impres- 
sion as hitting a man in the ring, 

In the future. If a team can be 
organized and permission given, 
exhibition boxing tournaments by 
McGill men for the Army, Navy 
and Air Force will be staged. This 
is still indefinite and if true should 
attract a larger number of students 
who as yet have not showed up at 
these classes. 



Fencers See 
Exhibition of 
Skill Tonight 

Coach Tully and . 
Otis to Give 
Demonstration 

Today at 5.00 p.m. fencing enthu- 
siasts at McGill are to be treated to 
an outstanding exhibition of skill 
in the use of the sabre, foil, epee 
and "two-weapon" combat The 
principals in this display will be 
none other than Canada's two most 
outstanding fencers, namely Charles 
Otis who has been a Dominion and 
Provincial finalist for more than IS 
years in succession and who repre- 
sented Canada in the 1B36 Olym- 
pics, and George Tully also an 
Olympic Fencer who holds the dis- 
tinguished honour of being the only 
man ever to win the Canadian Title 
in all three weapons simultanoous- 
ly. To add to the glory of his record 
Tully not only won this honour 
once but succeeded in winning it 
for three years in succession. 

Tonight's affair will officially 
open the McGill Fencing season and 
will see the start of the "open- 
house" instruction periods. Mr. 
Tully and Mr. Otis will follow up 
their demonstration with a regular 
class session which is open to any- 
one desiring to attend. For the 
present only gym suits are needed 
by those who wish to take part in 
this first instruction period, for a 
certain amount of fencing equip- 
ment will be on hand for those who 
do not possess any. 
EXPERIENCE UNNECESSARY. 

Classes are to be held every 
Wednesday and Friday from 5.15 to 
6.15 p.m. under the capable direc- 
tion of George Tully who has been 
re-appolnted coach to the McGlU 
Fencing Club. Mr. Tully is starling 
right from scratch and will follow 
a progressive course of instruction 
so that previous knowledge or skill 
is not essential. Last year a host 
of beginners turned out for the 
classes and by the end of the season 
all of them had developed into very 
capable fencers. It is the hope of 
the Club Executive and the coach 
that an even larger group of be- 
ginners will take advatage of the 
Instruction periods this year.

tend the instruction periods before 
using the weights on their own and 
are cautioned not to unduly in- 
crease the weight of their lifts with- 
out the permission of the Coach. 

Last year for the first time in its 
history the Athletics Department 
promoted the sport of weight-lift- 
ing for McGill students. This was 
Introduced purely as a body-bulld- 
Ing activity and not from the 
straining competitive standpoint.

As a result of last year's training 
there are now some 25 men taking 
regular workouts two or three 
times a week either singly or In 
small groups at odd . times during 
the day.

Once a man learns the principles 
and science of lifting he can lift on 
his own without necessarily being 
watched over by an instructor.

FITT ftlALES TURN BACKS 
TO COMPLEXION, ENGINES 

For the future good of complex^ 
ions and engines, 62 men on the 
Pitt campus will go around for the 
next three wetiks with their backs 
all stuck lip with adhesive tape. 

They aren't any old run-of-the 
mine backs, either, but ones sped 
ally selected by Dr. Henry T. 
Smyth, senior Industrial fellow at 
Mellon Institute. 

Dr. Smyth is conducting a series 
of tests on aiudents' skin, of ingrfr 
dients used in cosmetics and lubrl 
eating oil which might create irri 
tatlon. 

Odd combination, we admit but 
such results are brought about by 
similar qualities in the products. 

Each man helping Dr. Smyth in 
his study by offering his back as 
testing ground is paid $5. Sixteen 
patches of the ingredients to be 
studied are made on each back. The 
spot is covered with tape, and the 
man is instructed to remove the ad- 
hesive only if the spot becomes 
itchy or smarts. 

Such itching or burning indicates 
the reaction Dr. Smyth Is seeking. 

The patches are changed seven 
times over a period of three weeks. 

Small boys would love taking the 
skin tests, because a tub bath is out 
of the question for anyone wear- 
ing the adhesive. Showers are ok'd 
by Dr. Smyth, though. 

The tests were made last spring, 
also. Most of the men who respond- 
ed then to the request for backs 
were dental students. This year, col-

You see, our 
poultry department has a turkey 
flock lor experimental purposes, 
but the experiment would not be 
complete if the consumer could not 
lest the Improved product Accord 
ingty, the department will sell half 
of their fattened birds at Thanks- 
giving and the other half at Christ- 
mas. 

Hatching Period 

Starting near the. end of April Is 
a six weeks .period' of great im- 
portance. During this period the 
young birds are Just hatching. 
Young turkeys are brooded in col 
ony brooder houses and battery 
brooders lor a period of six to 
twelve weeks. Generally, these tur 
keys are grown by one of two 
methods. They are either range fat- 
tended or fattened in confinement 
The young poults are divided into 
groups for nutritional experiments. 
There are two nutritional periods 
the first, in which the poults are 
led starting rations, lasting lor 12 
weeks; in the second and final per- 
iod the poults are led growing ra' 
tions. 

Compare Poults' Feed. 

Such feeds as:.corn,:(Wlieat, oats 
and combinatlons'ot these leeds are 
compared to wheat bran and wheat 
middlings in the growing rations, 
Over halt of .the turkeys raised on 
the farm never, touch the ground 
It has been found that a range 
neither imperative or desirable lor 
turkey raising. 

Turkey experiments have been 
carried on in the poulUry depart- 
ment lor over twenty years, but 
new and enlightening lacts present 
themselves at any time. For in- 
stance, it is now concluded that tur- 
keys which receive, a large amount 
of feed in confinement fatten better 
and are more desirable than tur- 
keys lattened on the western range. 
Disease Controllable. 

Strict sanitation has made it safer 
to raise turkeys.' Black head dis- 
ease, which formerly made the tur- 
key business a gamble, can now be 
controlled. 

Taking the locality lor granted, it 
may be said that a turkey grower's 
success depends upon the treatment 
he extends to the birds and his 
adaptability to new techniques. 

The object of the poultry depart- 
ment in turkey experiments is to 
furnish producers with Information 
about rnore satisfactory rations. ,

Anyone who chanced to see a 
blue-flame streak across the hori- 
zon on the night of October II and 
merely thought Orson Welles was 
up to his old tricks again better 
think again. 

This wasn't an imaginary man 
from Mars in a rocket ship. It was 
a real, honest to goodness meteor- 
and, what's more, it's probably rest- 
ing in a deep crater not lar Irom 
here right now. 

At least that's the opinion of Dr. 
Arthur L. Crawford, meteorologist 
and microscoplst of the university's 
experimental station. 

It Is Dr. Crawford's hope that he 
can hear from others who also saw 
the meteor and in this way get a 
fairly accurate idea of where it 
came to earth. He received the first 
reply to his Inquiries Wednesday 
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some sort of bond must exist to 
hold the nucleus together. Dr. 
Schwinger has advanced his theory, 
after years of study and research, 
that the mesotron provides this 
bond in the following way: Neu- 
trons break down into protrons and 
mestrons, passing thé latter on to 
other protronsi . The prolron com- 
bines with the meisotron; and in tti'rn 
breaks down into neutrons and 
mesotrons. This cycle continues,

As compared with the 1,000,000,- 
000 volts which the new California 
cyclotron will produce, the Pitt 
cyclotron, which Is now In the pro- 
cess of construction, is not expected 
to reach more than 40,000,000 volts, 
although it was emphasized that the 
actual voltage will not be known 
until the cyclotron is actually In 
operation.

Remedial reading, a new process 
In determining the difficulties of 
those children who were formerly 
thought dull, has a representative 
at the University in the person of 
Dr. Marion Monroe, lecturer in 
psychology. 

Dr. Monroe's prolessional work 
has followed two main lines: that 
of teacher and psychologist She 
has been a research psychologist in 
the Institute of Juvenile research 
in Chicago and chief psychologist 
at the Pittsburgh Child Guidance 
cetiter. 

She Is considered one of the out- 
standing women in America In the 
field ol devising psychological tests, 
and has written several books on 
remedial readtag: "Childroi Who 
Cannot Read," "Remedial Reading," 
and "Before We R*ad." . 

In the Remedial I^eading labora- 
tory. Dr. Monroe explains several 
possibilities lor a child's dullness 
are considered. These include visual, 
auditory, writing, and articulation 
difficulties. 

To the cUnic,,^'which is sponsored 
by the Bou^^of Education, children 
are sent Irom "^Pittsburgh schools. 
Each child receives indi^Hdual at- 
tention because thus his difficulties 
can best be found and aided. The 
time required to aid them varies, 
some cases can be helped in a few 
weeks while others require several 
years.

possess peculiar properties of their 
own. These mesotrons are very un- 
stable, : remaining free . lor if only 
.0000001 second. This, however, Is 
a sufficient amount of time for the 
particles to travel to the earth, 
where, it Is believed, they exert a 
profound influence on life as we 
know it 

Powerful Penetratora 

These mesotrons possess the ebll- 
Ity to penetrate a lead block to a 
depth of several centimeters, where- 
asgamma and other rays can' pen- 
etrate only a fraction of a centi- 
meter. ■ . 

Dr. Schwinger's talk explained 
his theory of the action of meso- 
trons in the nuclear structure, offer- 
ing an explanation as to how par- 
ticles of matter are held together 
in material form. 
A Nuclear Bond. - 

The nucleus of an < atom, consist- 
ing of protons and neutrons, pro- 
vidés most of the mass bl matter 
and also the electrical force neces- 
sary to hold matter together.

000 electron volts, soon will be rC' 
placed by a new cyclotron, which 
Is expected to generate 1,000,000,000 
volts, 

nils can be accomplished, Dr 
Lawrence claimed, through the use 
of neon, a much heavier gas than 
has previously been tried in cyclo 
iron work. 

At present, carbon and hydrogen 
have been the most > widely-used 
elements. Since carbon nuclei are 
iiix times heavier than those of 
hydrogen or helium, they are able 
to attain energies six times as great
